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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  President,  on  March  /31  signed  the  bill  passed  two  days  earlier 
by  the  Congress  extending  the  Sugar  Act  until  June  30,  1962.  The  Act 
would  have  terminated  on  March  31,  1961.  Only  two  changes  were  made 
from  the  legislation  as  amended  in  July  I960.  One  was  a  proviso  that 
Cuban  replacement  sugar  need  not  be  purchased  from  a  country  with 
which  the  United  States  is  not  in  diplomatic  relations.  This  does  not 
affect  regular  quota  entries  from  a  country  such  as  the  Dominican  Re- 
public to  which  this  new  provision  applies.  The  other  change  was  to 
provide  for  special  consideration  to  countries  of  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere and  to  those  countries  purchasing  United  States  agricultural 
commodities  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  sugar  needed  in  addi- 
tion to  the  quantities  available  within  the  quotas  and  allocations  spe- 
cifically provided  for  in  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  President  also  established  the  Cuban  quota  at  zero  and  on  April 
1st,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  continued  the  determination  of  con- 
sumers'sugar  requirements  for  the  continental  United  States  this  year 
at  10,000,000  tons.  He  also  established  quotas  for  the  year  totaling 
6,702,80  5  tons  for  domestic  and  foreign  areas  other  than  Cuba.  Allo- 
cation and  authorization  for  purchase  of  non-quota  (Cuban  replacement) 
sugar  will  be  announced  later. 

Under  the  quotas  and  non-quota  purchase  authorizations  established 
last  December  for  the  first  quarter  of  1961  about  2,100,000  tons  of 
sugar  were  marketed  or  entered  for  consumption.  Deliveries  by  pri- 
mary distributors  were  about  2,015,000  tons. 

Refiners' deliveries  through  March  25,  1961  were  slightly  below  those 
of  last  year  when  their  deliveries  for  the  first  quarter  totalled  1 ,  423  ,  000 
tons.  Deliveries  by  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  during  this 
same  period  were  lower  than  last  year  by  about  60,000  tons.  Ample 
supplies  of  sugar  have  been  available  to  refiners  so  that  their  raw  sugar 
inventories  as  of  March  25  were  about  130,000  tons  above  those  of  last 
year  and  their  refined  sugar  inventories  were  about  the  same  as  a  year 
earlier.  Their  total  inventory  of  raw  and  refined  sugars  of  785,  000  tons 
was  up  about  45,000  tons  from  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Inventories 
held  by  refiners  on  March  31  for  the  last  five  years  averaged  620,000 
tons  . 
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The  spot  price  of  the  No.  7  domestic  raw  sugar  contract  at  New  York 
averaged  6.Z5  cents  per  pound  during  March,  down  .07  cent  from  the 
February  average  and  0  .  14  cent  from  the  average  during  January.  The 
average  price  for  the  first  quarter  of  1961  was  6.3Z  cents,  up  0.32 
cent  from  I960  and  0.33  cent  from  1959  for  the  same  period.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  average  wholesale  refined  price  at  New  York  and 
the  raw  sugar  price  during  the  first  quarter  of  1961  was  less  than  in 
recent  years  at  3.23  cents  per  pound  as  compared  with  3.31  cents  in 
I960  and  3.27  cents  in  1959- 

During  March  reductions  in  wholesale  refined  sugar  prices  were  an- 
nounced in  several  territories  and  indications  were  that  quoted  prices 
were  subject  to  allowances,  announced  and  unannounced.  Sucrest  re- 
duced their  price  0  .  25  cent  effective  March  17  but  other  refiners  in  the 
Northeast  continued  to  quote  9-55  cents.  The  price  for  beet  sugar  in 
the  lower  peninsula  of  Michigan  was  reduced,  effective  March  6,  by 
0  .  10  cent  to  8.25  cents  on  loads  of  200  bags  or  more  .  In  the  Chicago- 
West  and  Southwest  territories  beet  processors  took  orders  at  8.60 
cents  per  pound  for  delivery  by  March  31.  On  March  23  it  was  an- 
nounced that  beet  processors  would  continue  to  take  orders  at  the  8.60 
cent  basis  until  further  notice  .  Prices  of  both  cane  and  beet  sugar  were 
reduced  0.15  cent' to  an  8.80  cents  basis  effective  March  27  in  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  territory  of  California,  Arizona  and  Nevada.  In  addition, 
a  0  .  15  cent  allowance  is  being  made  on  a  day  to  day  basis  .

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Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  the  first  quarter  of  1961,  as  shown  in 
the  table  below,  were  at  a  higher  rate  than  in  preceding  years  .  It  should 
be  pointed  out,  however,  that  during  the  previous  three  years  from 
84,000  to  125,000  tons  of  additional  sugar  were  physically  delivered 
that  had  been  reported  as  constructive  deliverie  s  in  the  preceding  year. 
Such  deliveries  were  negligible  for  1961. 

With  a  much  higher  effective  inventory  this  year,  there  remain 
1 ,  480 ,  000  tons  of  old  crop  beet  sugar  available  for  delivery  during  the 
next  six  months.  The  previous  highest  April  1  effective  inventory  was 
a  year  ago,  and  during  April-September  I960  beet  sugar  deliveries 
averaged  more  than  50,000  tons  a  week.  That  was  the  highest  rate  of 
record  for  deliveries  during  the  April-September  period  and  also  rep- 
resented the  highest  percentage  (25%)  of  beet  sugar  to  total  sugar  de- 
livered . 

Inventories  of  beet  sugar  on  September  30  have  been  remarkably  con- 
sistent in  recent  years  within  the  near  minimal  range  of  175, 000  to 
225,000  tons.  If  they  are  no  higher  this  year,  deliveries  during  the 
next  26  weeks  will  average  about  55,000  tons.  This  would  be  10  per- 
cent higher  than  the  I960  record,  a  much  greater  rate  of  increase  than 
can  be  expected  for  sugar  deliveries  generally. 


Deliveries  of  beet  sugar  January-March  and  April-September 
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The  "world  sugar"  spot  quotation  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  for  their  No.  8  contract  was  3.02  cents  per  pound  (f.o.b. 
and  stowed  Caribbean  ports  including  Brazil)  from  March  24-31.  The 
lowest  quotation  in  March  was  2.90  cents  and  the  average  was  2.97 
cents,  the  same  "as  February.  That  average  is  equivalent  to  about  2  .  84 
cents  on  the  f.a.s.  Cuba  basis  under  the  old  No.  4  contract. 

For  purposes  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement,  the  Council  agreed 
in  their  recent  London  meeting  to  adopt  an  arithmetical  average  be- 
tween the  New  York  No.  8  spot  quotation  and  the  London  daily  spot 
quotation,  both  converted  to  f.a.s.  Cubabases  and  expres  sed  in  United 
States  cents  per  pound.  A  demonstration  of  the  conversion  of  the  two 
published  quotations  worked  out  at  the  time  of  its  adoption  by  the  Council 
with  data  applicable  to  the  first  21  day s  of  February  1961  is  reproduced 
below: 

1.  From  the  New  York  quotation  deduct  0.11  cent  per  pound  as  the 
amount  of  the  Cuban  freight  tax  plus  stowage  costs  . 

2.  From  the  London  quotation,  which  is  c.i.f.  London  or  Liverpool, 
deduct  costs  aggregating  about  0.50  cent  per  U.S.  pound  as  follows:

3.  The  adjusted  London  average  quotation  for  the  period  was  2  .  82  cents; 
the  adjusted  New  York  average  quotation  was  2.87;  the  Council's  aver- 
age ,  2 . 845  cents . 

Althoughfor  the  demonstration  period  the  Council's  adjusted  quotations 
for  New  York  exceeded  those  for  London  by  an  average  of  0.05  cent 
per  pound,  such  adjusted  quotations  ranged  from  0.01  cent  below  Lon- 
don on  two  days  to  as  much  as  0.10  cent  above  on  one  day. 
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U.  S.  PRODUCTION  AREAS,  FACTORY  LOCATIONS,  AND

Favorable  returns  for  sugar  crops  in  relation  to  prices  for  other  farm 
crops  in  recent  years  together  with  the  Cuban  situation  have  engender- 
ed great  interest  in  possibilities  for  increasing  domestic  sugar  pro- 
duction. The  Department  has  received  many  inquiries  concerning  the 
location  of  domestic  production  cuid  of  processing  and  refining  facil- 
ities. Two  decisive  factors  for  prospective  new  producers  to  con- 
sider are  location  in  relation  to  sugar  beet  factories  or  sugarcane 
mills  and,  if  new  factories  may  be  considered,  locations  in  relation 
to  consuming  markets.  Figures  1  and  2,  pages  8-9  and  10-11,  provide 
information  pertinent  to  these  questions,  A  directory  of  sugar  facto- 
ries, refineries  and  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  begins  on 
page  7  and  supplements  figures  1  and  2.

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  February  1961  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.S.  consumption, 
644,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  ,_up  about  18,000  tons  from 
January  1961,  and _up  32,000  from  February  I960.  January-February 
1961  deliveries  1,270,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up 
112,000  tons,  or  9.7  percent  from  same  I960  period.  Final  data  for 
January  1961  deliveries,  626,000  tons  --  previously  published  pre- 
liminary as  620,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  March  4,  196l  were  2,217,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up_  141,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier, 
but  down  120  ,  000  tons  from  end  January  1961.  During  February  refin- 
ers' stocks  increased  by  45,000  tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  proc- 
essors' stocks  by  10,000  tons;  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  by 
173,000  tons,  and  importers  of  direct-consumption  stocks  by  about 
2,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  through  March  10,  1961  were  1,031,000  short 
tons,  raw  value.  Iii  addition,  694,  158tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar 
Were  authorized  for  entry. 

4.  Regionally,  .January  1961  total  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  than 
January  I960  deliveries,  except  to  New  England  which  decreased  0.9 
percent.  To  the  Western  and  North  Central  regions  deliveries  were  up 
46.8  and  32.5  percent,  respectively,  reflecting  the  absence  of  con- 
structive deliveries  at  I960  year  end.  Deliveries  to  the  Middle  Atlan- 
tic region  were  up  6.8  percent,  and  to  the  Southern  region  2.0  per- 
cent . 

5.  Fourth  quarter  I960  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  were  2.5 
percent  larger  than  in  the  same  1959  quarter  but  to  non-industrial 
buyers  they  were  1.3  percent  smaller.  For  calendar  year  I960  sugar 
deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  increased  3.9  percent  over  1959  but  to 
non- industrial  buyers  they  decreased  2.1  percent.  Deliveries  to  the 
baking  and  confectionery  industries  increased  by  about  9  percent  and 
to  the  beverage  industry  by  about  3  percent;  to  the  wholesaling  trades 
they  decreased  about  4  percent. 

Corn  sweetener  deliveries  increased  about  3.8  percent  in  I960  over 
195^.
